Any artist, 
whether he or she wants to be cartoonist, 
illustrator or designer, will always 
benefit from any course in basic 
drawing. Developing your bask drawing 
skills is the most important thing you 
must do. The only thing that separates 
the work of one artist or cartoonist from 
another is his or her style\ Underneath 
this there is the basic drawing. The basic 
ability to draw must be there to begin 
with. Anything beyond that is essentially 
technique , 


Many community colleges and trade 
schools offer courses In bask drawing 
and drafting. Drafting might sound like 
something very r technical but anything 
that you can learn will help move you 
closer to your goal, Even something as 
simple as a high school art course is to 
your benefit. 

People like Shown Kerri Steve Austin, 
George Trashy and our own editor. 
Dennis EUefson. didn V just suddenly 
blossom into cartoonists. There is no 
such thing as an overnight success. But 
there is such a thing as hard work t 
constant training and keeping your goal 
in mind. And. actually, studying 
CAR toons (and other magazines) is pan 
of that training. You shouldn't just 
think when you see a page or an 
illustration by one of your favorite 
artists, "Boy, I wish f could draw like 
that ” You should try to draw like that 
Practice makes perfect. 

Actually, you started on the way to 
your goaf when you entered the ATV of 
the Future Contest You have sent in 
your Musclecar drawing, haven't you?
